At his Examining Trial For The 
Murder of Charley Bishop' 
Christmas Day. 


PROMINENT PEOPLE PASS AWAY 


Luther Lewis, who killed Charley 
Bishop and wounded Frank Bishop and 
Will Miiburn in the Brush Grove com¬ 
munity Christmas day was discharged 
at his examining trial at the conclusion 
of the commonwealth's evidence last 
Friday. The examining trial was be¬ 
fore Judge Litstv and the common¬ 
wealth was represented by County At¬ 
torney Mayes, while W. C. McChord j 
and J. W. Lewis were the attorneys for 
tile defendant. 

.In some parts of the evidence there 
was considerable conflict, but briefly ! 
summarized it was about, as follows: 
On Christmas day in the afternoon the i 
two Bishop bovs and Muburn, who had j 
been drinking, met Lewis who was go 
ing towards his father's and a difficulty 
arose between Lewis and the Bishop 
bovs. Lewis drove on to his father’s 
and returned in pbout a half hour still j 
in his buggy, when the Bishops and 1 
Miiburn stopped him. The evidence at: 
this point was conflicting; some of the 
witnesses saying that trie three men 
were armed with a rock, a club and a 
knife, while others testified they were I 
not. A knife, however, it was testified , 
was found nearyiie dead man. Lew is 
then descended from his buggy with a j 
shot gun iu his hand and backed away, 
accordin to the evidence about seven¬ 
ty-five yards .with the three men ad¬ 
vancing um»n lilm. Aflei* backing this , 
distance ne shot twice.-killing Charley 
Lewis and wounding Frank Bishop and 
Miiburn. Bishop and Miiburn testified 
that thev were shot while holding the i 
bov who was killed, while John Lewis, 
a cousin of the accused, stated that 
Charley Lewis was killed bv the first 
shot and the other two men wounded bv 
the second while advancing upon L?wi*. 
Young Lewis is eighteen years of age 
ami a son of John M Lewis, while 
Charley Bishop was the son of Will 
Bishop and was 19 years of age. 


Since the last issue of The Sun a num¬ 
ber of deaths have occurred in this 
community. While some of the death* 
occurred immediately following our last 
issue and have no doubt been heard of 
by most of our readers, nevertheless 
because of the prominence of the de¬ 
cedents and the respect in which they 
were hei l, we wish to briefly express 
our appreciation of the lives and charac¬ 
ters of some of those who have passed 
away

Islington.—In denying a rumor in 
circulation to the effect that ihe Lex¬ 
ington ft Interurban Railway Co., con-1 
i rolling the street car system apd-elec e 
irlc lighting plant in Lexiru^ton \andj 
the Interurban lines running^fntovliT 
city, would make an assignment ^and 
go into the hands of a receive^ Co? 
John R. Allen, attorney for the com 
pany, Just home from a meeting of the 
directors with President John B. Me 
Afee, in Philadelphia, said: 

“There is no foundation for such a 
tumor. On the contrary at a meeting 
to be held here soon the company will 
authorize extensive improvements in 
I the power plant, roadway and tolling 
stock and will provide the money to 
pay for those improvements, which 
will be made at once. The company 
has invested approximately $2,000,ouo 
and it has to make it pnqfi. It can 
not afford to voluntarily go into thf 
hands of a receiver. It has been up 
r.gainst a hard proposition, but will 
pull through all right. •

Louisville.—Judge James 1*. Greg¬ 
ory', of the Jefferson criminal court, in 
an extended opinion, overruled the mo¬ 
tion for a new trial for Joseph Wend¬ 
ling. convicted of the murder of Alma 
Kellner. Judge Gregory overruled 
nineteen out of the twenty reasons 
assigned by the defendant for a new 
trial. He declared In his opinion that 
Wendling had a fair trial and express¬ 
ed the belief-shat Juror Jennings had 
not express^r an opinion in regard to 
Wendliug’s Built previous to the trial. 

Joseph Wendling was in court to 
hear the redding ol the opinion.

RIGID MILK INSPECTION. 


Frankfort.—City Attorney Frank M. 
Dailey filed suit In the Circuit court 
for the city against the Kentucky Dis¬ 
tilleries A Warehouse Co. for back 
taxes on storage accounts alleged to 
have accrued while -the warehouse 
company had its main offices here. 
The total amount sued for is $116,297 
with a 5 per cent penalty and 8 pet 
cent interest, which would bring the 
total up to a little over $130,000. 

These are the same storage accounts 
upon which the county of Franklin 
brought suit several months ago and 
for which Judge Hieatt gave judgment 
In favor of the county. It is contend¬ 
ed that If the warehouse company 
owes on its whisky-storage accoants 
for the years named to the county, it 
also owes it to the city, and hence the 
suit filed by the city.

JURY MAKES CRITICISM.

Address of Col. J. B. McFerran, Chair, 
man of Rural School Development 
Committee, Before Kentucky 
Press Association.

It is with great hesitancy and with 
no inconsiderable embarrassment that 
I venture to appear before your hon¬ 
orable body. There aro three reasons 
which Impel me to the duty. First, 
because I am a native of the old com¬ 
monwealth -which I dearly love; sec¬ 
ondly, because of my deep sympathy 
for, and interest In, the welfare, ad¬ 
vancement and hajiplness of nearly a 
million children of our state, and last¬ 
ly, because I am bidden* to it by the 
Louisville Commercial club. 

Within the horizon of my limited 
capacity, I can see no more important i 
field of effort than better to care fori 
the children of the state—children of 
to-day—but {.citizens of to-morrow. 

The census tables of 1900 have 
shown us up in a very unenviable 
light, 13 per cent of illiteracy, prac¬ 
tically second in tuberculosis and 
third in blindness. 

Old School Law. 

Under the old school law we had 
three district trustees, Instead of one. 
as now, and It was stated on seeming¬ 
ly good authority that there were five 
thousand of them that could neither 
read nor write. 

We have in a very large number of 
cases the old barrel stove, generally 
cracked, with a long pipe offering 
more or less free escape of deadly 
gaaes. In the cold of winter this 
stove, usually placed in the center of 
the small room, frequently red hot, 
burns the children sitting near, and 
freezes those more distant. 

The water supply, often insufficient, 
sometimes brought long distances in 
the old rqsted and battered bucket, 
open to all the dust and atmospheric 
impurities. Then the rusted, batterer 1 
slng’e dipper to serve ail the children 
and they often carelessly drinkin;. 
only part of the water, the balance be 
ing thrown back into the bucket for 
later comers. Is It a wonder tha: 
rchoola are closed by outbreaks of 
diphtheria, whooping cough, measles. 
6carlet fever, tonsllltls and kindred 
troubles? 

I have no hesitancy in expressing 
my strong belief that many, If not a 
large majority, of these troubles have 
their Incipiency In our method, or 
rather want of a sane method, in 
lighting, beating and ventilating our 
present small, Illy prepared schoo 
houses. 

There are comparatively few of our 
rural school buildings that can be con¬ 
verted Into sanitary and healthful 
structures. I think every dollar ex 
pended from ychr to year in trying to 
make these houses answer their pur¬ 
poses is money wasted. The practical 
and wise thing to do la to replace them 
with new. up-to-date structures on am¬ 
ple grounds with proper equipment for 
effectual work. 

How Provide the Funds. 

In considering the problem we are 
met at the outset by the financial dif¬ 
ficulty—where and how are we to get 
lump sums of money in such amounts 
as the situation demands? The email 
districts arc generally unable to stand 
the burden of taxation and the larges/ 
and wealthiest could not place bonds 
except a! high rates of interest. 

After much thought and discussion 
we have concluded lhat the speedicftt, 
most economical and comprehensive 
way lo successfully and fully meet the 
question Is by the Issue of county i 
bonds for a lengthy period, say 30 
years. 

The Modern School. 

These schools should be planned 
along comprehensive and up-to-date 
lines, with ample playgrounds, full at¬ 
tention being given to scientific heat¬ 
ing. lighting, ventilation, water supply 
and toilet arrangements. There should 
he additional grounds suitable for 
additional and suitable grounds fo. 1 
school gardens and a small expert 
mental farm, and for auch additional 
buildings as may be needed as popula¬ 
tion Increases, so that these locations 
may be permanently dedicated to the 
great cause of education. There should 
also be proper arrangements for man 
ual training and domestic science. 

Importance of the Project. 

I think we expend too much time 
and money on cheap politics, to the 
neglect of things fundamental to the 
state's welfare and progress, such for 
Instance, as good schools, good roads 
and good tax laws—the proper execu 
tlon of laws now on our statute books. 

Any one of a dozen men would make 
us a good governor, but who will make 
us a good state superintendent of pub¬ 
lic instruction? Care should be exer- 
clsed in all the counties In the selec¬ 
tion of our county boards of education 
and the county superintendents, be¬ 
cause they come In closer touch with 
the children. 

Results To Be Obtained. 

We must change our viewpoint con¬ 
cerning education. We have been min¬ 
imizing It In every way, looking upon 
It more as an expense to be avoided as 
much as possible, or as money lost.

A RIPE OLD AGE. 


Frankfort.—pn the anniversary of 
her one hundred and eighth Christinas 
eve, Mrs. Jane Arven, the oldest white 
woman in Central Kentucky, died 
here. She has been for years the most 
accurate encyclopedia of the early his¬ 
tory of Frankfort. She rode on the 
first steam train to leave Frankfort, 
the first steamboat to leave the city, 
and was present at the dedication of 
every capitol erected here. She could 
recall when citizens of Franklin coun¬ 
ty bad to carry guns on their way to 
Christmas services, fearing attacks of 
the Indians. 


THROUGH MANY HAN08. 


Frankfort.—Gov. WUlson received a 
letter from Luther Kountze, of New 
York, in which the latter states that 
the bust of Henry Clay presented by 
him to the state of Kenucky bad been 
made by Hiram Power* for ex-Gov. 
Swann, of Maryland, and passed into 
the hands of J. W. Boteler, a Washing¬ 
ton merchant, and later to George Al¬ 
fred Townsend, of Boston, a noted con¬ 
noisseur of art. Kountze bought the 
bust from Townsend in the spring of 
1909 to present to the state of Ken¬ 
tucky. 


KENTUCKY ^OIL SURVEY. 


Frankfort.—The annual report of 
the chief of the bureau of soils of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, shows that during the past fiscal 
year a soil survey wa* made of Rock¬ 
castle county Kentucky, covering an 
area of 161 square miles and making a 
total of 24H0 square miles, or 1.414,400 
acres surveyed by the bureau in TCen- 
T lucky to date Besides Rockcastle 
county the following counties have 
been surveyed: McCracken, Madison, 
Mason, Scott, Union and Warren. 


ATTACKED BY HAWK. 


Rockport.—Attacked by a monster 
hawk, Herbert Colyer and Claude 
Graves, had & desperate encounter 
with the bird before It was finally 
killed by a shot from Colyer’s gun. 
The youths were hunting and sur¬ 
prised the hawk while it was In the 
act of devouring a rabbit.

Mt. Sterling—John D. Young. 87, 
died here of general debility. Judge 
Young was widely known, and -many 
years ago was prominent in Kentucky 
affairs. He was born in Bath county, 
where he was three times elected 
county sheriff. Judge Young was 
elected to congress from the district 
now known as the Ninth, In 1867, but 
The seat was contested by Samuel Mc¬ 
Kee and Young was ousted. Later he 
again choeen and elected, ami 
jt^ved one term. Judge Young was 
well versed In law and had written 
many historical sketches of Eastern 
Kentucky.

The pig should 
naturally be fattened in the late fall, 
and none carried over but the breed¬ 
ing stock. Experiments beyond num¬ 
ber have shown that It la not profit¬ 
able to feed either old or heavy hogs. 
The rule ought to be to have eighth 
months-old pigs weigh at least 206 
pounds and fit for slaughter. Such 
pigs ought never to see the Inside of 
a costly permanent pen, but ought to 
go to the slaughter house directly 
from the lots and the cots. 

Use cement floors with overlays for 
the pigs to He on.
